Council metwith Mr, Neve 
iile Bothwell of B, A.C, M. on 
the proposed subdivision of 
a parcel of land, approxi- 
mately ten acres, located 
at Leddy Avenue and Dawe 
son Road, at the Committee 
of the Whole Meeting July 
23rd, The application is for 
single family development 
of 47 lots and Mr. Bothwell 
wished to know council’s 
decision on a revised plan 
for providing required pub- 
lic reserve as submitted by 
the builders, Springer Con- 
struction Ltd., whom he is 
serving as a consultant, 

Two major considerations 
were dedication of a small 
one-acre plot and dispos- 
ition of an old road allow- 
ance within the proposed 
subdivision, 

Planner Wayne Gordon 
speaking on Phase three of 
Lacombe Park noted that 
the plan was basically try- 
ing to show accessibility 
of a one-acre community 
park on the south side of 
Leddy Avenue directly north 
of Linwood Crescent, Coun- 
cil had discussed park areas 


adjacent to a school site 
and one other and Mr, 
Gordon stated that from the 
area in question there was 
a quarter of a mile plus 
to walk to get to any park 
space, He felt that, because 
of its size a pre-school 
recreation area would be 
desirable. 

Mayor Gibbon stated that 
by a previous motion, the 
town should get one acre 
dedicated for park in some 
other area, He also noted 
that he was ‘not too ime 
pressed with the dead ends 
in the layout - three in-a 
row is not logical to me’’, 

Councillor deBruijn how- 
ever felt that the cul de 
sacs are good re traffic 
including skidoos: and mot- 
or bikes. ‘‘They are safer 
and quieter and I would look 
for more of these, rather 
than through streets, 

Councillor Fyfe said she 
was pleased to’see this little 
park, and Councillor Hudson 
asked if it was to be a sup- 
ervised tot lot, Parks sup- 
erintendent Beedle thought 
yes © but perhaps not sup-

Councillor Thrond- 
son asked if the complaint 
was noise and Mr, Beedle 
said yes and larger kids 
hurting smaller ones, 
Councillor Throndson also 
felt this area (about an acre) 
could be treed and Mr, 
Beedle said ‘‘yes - it is 
squarish’’, 

Mayor Gibbon noted that 
there were also complaints 
that supervisors were nee- 
ded in tot lots, and stated 
that he was concerned be- 
cause ‘‘we now have ashor- 
tage of dedicated land, and 
thispark is still out of the 
way from the remainder of 
the area’’, If a school site 
goes to the northeast, this 
park will not be that use- 
ful’’, Mr, Bothwell wondered 
if an absence of small parks 
reflects town policy and said 
he would like to see access 
for small children to such 
areas. ‘‘What is the policy 
on such a one acre site?’’ 
he asked, 

Chairman Lukay was con- 
cerned because all park ded- 
ication is in one large area 
here - and would like to 
see a play area park, Coun- 
cillor Throndson noted that 
when council discussed the 
reserve area, they did not

The Director of Preven- 
tive Social Services in ST. 
Albert since September 1971 
Mona Acker has tendered 
her resignation this week 
and accepted a position with 
the School of Social Work, 
University of Saskatchewan 
in Regina, Mrs, Acker will 
assume her new responsib- 
ilities August 26, 

Two years ago, when Mrs, 
Acker was hired by the Town 
of Str» Albert to fill the 
PSS vacancy, she came from 
Calgary where she had re- 
cently obtained her Masters 
Degree in Social Work, 
Prior to that, in 1963 Mrs, 
Acker graduated from the 
University of California 
where she obtained her 
Bachelor of Arts Degree, 
majoring in Psychology. 

Upon taking office in St, 
Albert back in 1971 Mrs, 
Acker acquainted herself 
with the Preventive Social 
Services Board, the town at 
large and worked in harmony 
with the PSS Board assess-= 


ing the needs of this com- 
munity, Through the assis- 
tance of St, Albert educa- 
tors, the clergy and public 
health personnel Mrs, Acker 
reports that the main areas 
of concern to surface were: 
Pre-schoolers; teenagers 
and marital-problem areas, 

“Armed with this insight 
of my new community,‘‘Mrs 
Acker said, ‘‘I proceeded to 
initiate programs in these 
areas of concern,’’ Another 
weak local segment of the 
St. Albert populationwas the 
one involving senior citizens 
Mrs, Acker said, She exe 
plained that many senior cit- 
izens living in St, Albert re- 
quired help with pensions, 
rent negotiations, applica- 
tions for refunds and the 
such, ‘‘The PSS Board was 
quite active in helping our 
older citizens,’’ Mrs. Acker 
said, ‘especially those 
whose children have moved 
away, those who live alone, 
are handicapped or have dif- 
ficulty with complex forms 


to fill out because of either 
an education or language 
barrier,’’ 

Mrs, Acker explained 
during the interview that her 
most effective method of 
communicating with the 
people of St, Albert was on 
the one-to-one basis, This 
was most effectively acc- 
omplished she said by drop- 
ping inon merchants through 
out the town and informally 
chatting about local problem 
areas. Another effective 
avenue Mrs, Acker revealed 
was through various active 
local groups who indulged in 
open forum discussions, on 
areas of concern and ulti- 
mately came up with some 
solutions, 

** A case in point’, Mrs. 
Acker mentioned, ‘‘was the 
coffee-party discussion on 
the need for supervised play 
grounds in St. Albert’’, Mrs, 
Acker explained that last 
year, members of the St, 
Albert Women’s Institute

Mr, Poloway was born in 
the Ukraine in 1895 and mig- 
rated to Canada in 1911.

He was called into the 
army, but did not see active 
duty, He bought farms inthe 
Opal and Mundare districts 
which he rented out for years 

In 1921 he married Ann 
Panchyshyn and the couple 
lived in St. Albert until 1927, 
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when the present farm home, 
a mile and a half north of 
town was purchased, The 
couple celebrated their Gol- 
den Wedding on October 4th, 
1971, when a large gathering 
of local friends and relatives 
met in St, Albert Community 
Hall to honour them, 

Mr, and Mrs, Poloway 
always enjoyed visiting with 
their many friends, and esp- 
ecially their get togethers 
with the senior citizens in 
the community hall, where 
they were members. His last 
duty for the club was to ate 
tend the Kinsmen Salute to 
the Pioneers in June, when 
he very ably represented the 
St. Albert senior citizens, 

An enduring memorial of 
Philip Poloway is the mag- 
nificent stand of Spruce 
trees at the curve ofthe rail- 
way where it leaves the 
northwest edge of town, The 
trees were planted by Mr. 
Poloway near the couple’s 
first home which was fash- 
ioned from two railway cars, 
a common practice for rail- 
roaders, They are now over 
50 years old and are among 
others planted in the area 
by pioneers of the town and 
district.

the scene, however, during 
her tenure, she was not only 
able to assist these needed 
projects with direction but 
also brought these projects 
into the funded program 
scheme thereby obtaining 
provincial government as- 
sistance which amounted to 
many thousands of dollars. 
Also included in the funded 
program scheme, where the 
government pays 80 percent 
of the costs and town 20 
percent, are the Day Care 
Society, Meals-On-Wheels 
and the Safety Council of 
St, Albert. 

“You mustn’t forget”, 
Mrs, Acker pointedout, 
“that without a Preventive 
Social Services Director, a 
community cannot qualify 
for provincial government 
monies (80%) for its social 
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services projects.’’ 

When asked what were 
some of her most significant 
successes during the two 


years she was in St, Albert, 
Mrs. Acker replied that the 
most meaningful success is 
the Day Care Centre. ‘This 
facility has only been in op- 
eration for one term and 
already,’’ she said, ‘‘there 
is a waiting list’’, Other 
successes, according to 
Mrs, Acker, include the pro- 
duction of aCommunity Dir- 
ectory, ‘done almost ent- 
irely by volunteers includ- 
ing Ken Wright who was ase 
signed the project out of 
NAIT and printed by the 
Paul Kane High School’’, 

On the other side of the 
ledger Mrs. Acker admits 
some of the projects initi- 
ated by her officer were 
not very successful and 
these include last years’ 
LIP program which term- 
inated this Spring and in- 
volved Pollution, Senior 
Citizens and Youth pro- 
grams. Last year’s Help- 
mate Project also fell short 
of success and this year’s 
Youth Employment Service 
is encountering difficulties 
Mrs, Acker admits. 

Before leaving for her 
new post in Regina Mrs, 
Acker wiil leave recommen- 
dations with the Interim PSS 
Board, When asked what 
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these recommendations 
would include she replied. 

“That St. Albert promptly 
appoint a new PSS Director, 
appoint a freshly constituted 
board, up-date the needs of 
the community and consider 
more seriously Charette 
findings."’ 

When asked if she left St. 
Albert feeling a certain a- 
mount of annimosity toward 
certain persons, groups or 
the town itself, Mrs, Acker 
unhesitatingly said, ‘‘no I 
hold no grudges, J feel that 
my two years spent here in 
St. Albert were fantastic 
and I have gained good exe 
perience while here ’’ She 
concluded by saying that she 
also appreciated ‘‘the co- 
operation and positive re- 
sponse of many people.”

Natural Gas Flowing To Rural Consumers 


For many years, Alberte 
ans have had the frustrating 
experience of witnessing bi- 
llions of cubic feet of natur- 
al gas exported to serve 
centres in the United States 
and eastern Canada without 
having the benefits of this 
convenient fuel made avail- 
able to them, With the ad- 
vent of plastic pipe, it be- 
came feasible to extend nat- 
ural gas service in rural 
areas in much the same way 
as rural electrification has 
introduced electrical utility 
service to these areas, With 
the proliferation of gas tran- 
smission lines and other gas 
sources throughout the pro- 
vince, it finally became a 
possibility that gas service 
could be extended to most 
of the estimated 40,000 
farms and 42,000 other rural 
households in Alberta who 
are presently not served, 

In 1972 the Government 
placed a freeze on rural 
development and launched 
a province-wide feasibility 
study with a view to invest- 
igating the most logical way 
to accomplish this objective, 
It had already become evi- 
dent that in order to serve 
the largest possible number 
of rural residents, it would 
be necessary tc extend the 
boundaries of the distribue 
tion systems to include ree 
sidents who were remote 
from gas sources, To this 
end, one large co-operative 
was permitted to proceed on 
an experimental basis, the 
Ste, Anne Gas Co-op Ltd., 
in the Onoway-Sangudo area, 
north-west of Edmonton, 
While the average rural dis- 


In April, 1973, Hon, Roy 
Farran, Minister of Tele- 
phones and Utilities, intro- 
duced a position paper out- 
lining the terms and condi- 
tlons under which rural gas 
distribution systems would 
be permitted to proceed, The 
Provincial Government will 
assist, by grant, up to a 
maximum of $1300 per farm 
customer, those distribution 
systems which can be built 
for a maximum capital con- 
struction cost of $3000 per 
individual farm service, ba- 
sed on 80% acceptance of 
service, This meant that 
farmers could not obtain 
gas service in most areas 
of the province for a maxi- 
mum investment of $1700 for 
capital construction costs, 
85% of which could be cove 
ered by guaranteed loans 
payable over a 10 year per- 
iod. 

A section of the Depart- 
ment of Telephones and Util- 
ities has been set up to per- 
form the function of purch- 
asing gas for these rural 
distribution systems at an 
equitable price.

By-Law #184-73, being a by-law of the Municipal 
District of Sturgeon #90 of Morinville in the Province 
of Alberta, authorizing the Council to prohibit the 
discharging of guns or other firearms: 

A) on all highways, roads and road allowances, 
streets, lanes or other public places under the jurise 
diction of the Municipal District of Sturgeon No, 90: 

B) on private property and from or over occupied 
land by any person other than an occupant of those 
lands, without first obtaining the permission in writing 
of an accupant of those lands as hereinafter provided - 
said prohibition, is to be effective throughout the 
Municipal District of Sturgeon No, 90, 

WHEREAS ‘Highway or road’’ used herein means land 
used or surveyed for use as a public highway or road, 
and includes any thoroughfare, street, road, trail, 
avenue, parkways, driveway, viaduct, lane, alley, 
square, bridge, causeway, tresselway, or other place 
any part of which the Public is ordinarily entitled 
or permitted to use, as defined'in the Highway Traffic 
Act; and : ¥ 

WHEREAS ‘Public Place’’ used herein means any 
place to which the public have access as a right, 
or by invitation, express or implied as defined in 
Section 138 of the Criminal Coade of Canada; and 
WHEREAS Section 169, Subsection 3 of the Municipal 
Government Act of the Province of Alberta, vest in 
the Council of the Municipal District of Sturgeon No,90 
the control and management of the public highways, 
roads, streets, lanes, alleys, bridges, and other places 
as defined in the Highway Traffic Act of the Province 
of Alberta; and 

WHEREAS Section 150 and Section 152 of the Municipal 
Government Act authorizes the Council to pass by- 
laws for the regulation of any matter pertaining to 
the protection of life or property, or to pass by= 
laws prohibiting the discharge of guns or other fire- 
arms in any specified part or parts of this Municipality 
WH:REAS PERMISSION IN WRITINGSHALL CONTAIN 
THE FOLLOWING: 

A) The names of those individuals to who the per- 

mission is granted, 

B) The date on which the permission is granted 
and the length of time for which the permission 
is valid. 

C) The legal description of the occupied land for 
which the permission is granted, 

D) The signature of an occupant of the occupied 
land. 

Any person, other than an occupant, who has dis- 

charged a gun or other firearm, upon, from or over 
occupied land, shall immediately, upon order of a peace 
office, produce the said permission in writing, and 
any person who fails, neglects or refuses to produce 
the said permission in writing, to a peace officer is 
guilty of an offence under this by-law. 
THEREFORE: pursuent to the authority vested in it 
by the Municipal Government Act, Chapter 246 RSA 1970 
and amendments thereto and under By-law 184-73, 
the Council of the Municipal District of Sturgeon No, 90 
enacts the aforementioned and as follows: 

A) That pursuant to the provision of the Highway 
Traffic Act of Alberta, the Municipal Government Act 
of the Province of Alberta, and the provision of the 
Criminal Code: of Canada, the discharge of guns 
or other firearms as defined by the Criminal Code 
of Canada on highways, roads, public places private 
lands or occupied lands within the Municipal District 
of Sturgeon No, 90 is hereby prohibited unless author- 
ized by written permission of the land occupant, 

B) That any person who commits a breach or 
violation of By-Law #18473 is guilty of an offence 
and is subject to the following fines: 

1) For a first offence, to a fine of not less than 

Fifty ($50,00) dollars; and 

2) For a second and subsequent offence, to a fine 
of One Hundred ($100,00) dollars; and 

3) In default of which the person be sentenced to 
imprisonment in the nearest common goal for a 
term not exceeding Sixty (60) days, 

C) That all fines imposed pursuant to By-Law 

#184-73, shall be paid to, or over to the said Municipal

For Bertha Army Worms 


Ground sprayers are rec= 
omm2nded for bertha army «= 
worm control on rapeseed 
crops in out-of-the-way 
areas where farmers may 
have difficulty in arranging 
aircraft spraying, 

R, D, Dixon, head of the 
Alberta Plant Industry Div- 
ision, reports that results 
obtained last summer from 
a field trial showed that 
ground spraying with Lan- 
nate did just as good, if not 
a better job of killingbertha 
army worms in rapeseed 
crops than did aerial spray- 
ing. 

Carried out in the county 
of Athabasca under the dir- 
ection of district Agricul- 
turist, Gary Berger and 
agricultural fieldman, Stan 
ley Zayezierski, the trial 
involved the use of a regue 
lar 200 = gallon field spray- 
er which had been specially 
adapted for this type of 
spraying by having two angle 
irons with multiple holes at- 
tached to the back of the 
sprayer, These two irons 
allowed the 40-foot boom to 
be raised 12 to 16 inches 
above the crop, or six to 
seven feet above the ground, 
Standard five gallon spray 
nozzles (#65.067), equipped 
with flat screens, were used 
to apply the Lannate, The, 
spraying pressure was 40 
pounds per square inch and 
the ground speed was four 
miles per hour. 

* The tractor -used to pull 
the sprayer was equipped 
with a cab and 12-inch tires, 
To save time asecond spray 
tank with a pumping capace 
ity of 200 gallons in 15 min- 
utes was used to haul water 
to the sprayer, The Lannate 
was applied at a rate of 
four ounces of active ingred- 
ient to four gallons of wat- 
er per acre, At this rate,

one mixture (160 gallons of 
solution) was enough to treat 
40 acres of crop. 

In addition to the losses 
sustained from berta arm- 
y worm damage, a five to 
six percent loss resulted 
from flattened crop, The 
two 12-inch tractor tires 
flattened two feet of crop 
every 40 feet (the length 
of the boom), which resul- 
ted in a five percent loss, 
Allowing for a two = foot 
overlap, the loss worked out 
to 5.3 percent across the 
field. 

Prior to the above treat- 
ment, there were 40 to 100 
bertha armyworms per 
Square yard in the crop, 
Thirty-six hours after treat 
ment 100 percent of the 
worms had been killed,

Sunscreening Prepar ae 
tions - contain chemicals 
that screen out burning rays 
while letting the tanning rays 
through, Para-amino-ben ~ 
zoate (PABA) and homo « 
methyl-salicylate are com- 
mon and effective sun- 
screens and must be listed 
on the label if present, 

Sun-blocking agents - 
come in two categories, One 
type blocks all suns rays 
with an opaque cream, like 
zinc oxide, The other type 
contains huge amounts of 
PABA to prevent burning, 

Be sure to follow instruc- 
tions once you've chosenthe 
preparation, Ifthe label says 
“repeat after swimming’ do 
so for effective protection, 

How about the ‘‘instant 
tans’’? Their effectiveness 
comes from a chemical that 
combines proteins in the 
outer layer of your skin to 
produce a tan coloration, 
The process usually takes 
three to five hours, won't 
wash off, but will wear off 

in time, But beware, this 

won't increase protection 
against burning like a true 
tan!

Shortage Expected 


The AlbertaDe partment 
of Agriculture’s Forage 
Crops supervisor, Larry 
Gareau, urges farmers in 
this province to salvage all 
the forage material they can 
this summer to alleviate 
an expected hay shortage 
next winter. 

The impending shortage 
has resulted from the 
drought conditions this 
spring that have been exp- 
erienced in all areas of the 
province except the Peace 
River region, and by a 30 
percent increase in Alber- 
ta’s cattle population over 
the last five years, In addi-e 
tion to these factors, there 
is already a pressing de- 
mand for hay products from 
feeders and processors out- 
side the province, 

Mr, Gareau recommends 
that farmers cut all forage 
material along roadside, 
around sloughs, field head- 
lands and on any other waste 
land, In view of present 
improved moisture condi- 
tions, he also suggests that 
they seed part of their sum- 
merfallow to greenfeed and 
cover crops, and that they 
consider harvesting crops 
with a lot of second growth 
and a low grain potential 
at the growth stage that 
will yeild the highest total 
digestible nutrients, 

Other factors which 
should be considered include 
cutting hay crops at the stage 
which will produce the maxi- 
mum quality and quantity of 
feed and storing the hay un- 
der conditions that will pre- 
serve this high quality, The
